Later deadline 
Vance lauds peace meet call 
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for Civic Center 
denied by EDA

Lompoc’s request for a deadline exten­ 
sion on its $1.36 million federal grant to 
construct a Civic Center has been denied 
by the federal Economic Development 
Administration. 
The city received word late last week 
from the regional EDA office in Seattle 
to proceed with the tim etable required 
within the provisions of the public works 
grant. 
Form al notification of the aw ard 
arrived Oct. 14, and stipulations of the 
grant require Lompoc to being construc­ 
tion of the estim ated $2.25 million com­ 
plex within 90 days or by Jan. 12. 
The denial surprised city officials who 
early last week still said all indications 
from EDA officials were positive. 
After a Washington D C. m eeting with 
EDA officials in early November, City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers said it ap­ 
peared the city would garner the four- 
week lag it requested. 
Jack Lam, city community develop­ 
ment director, this morning said the 
EDA project engineer on Lompoc’s Civic 
C enter felt the city ’s request was 
w arranted but that a higher EDA official 
said no. 
Wahlers explained the EDA “ wanted 
to wait and see what our experience ac­ 
tually w as,” before approving a delay. 
“ He (EDA project engineer) said call 
him right away if the bids are excep­ 
tionally high.’’ Lam said, “ and he 
probably would — he didn’t guarantee it 
— give us an extension of a number of 
weeks.’’ 
The city is seeking the extension in 
hope of avoiding a hat trick of 20 percent 


bid overruns. In the last four months, 
both the new fire station and a city water 
well project have come in 20 percent 
over projected costs. 
Should the low bid be 20 percent higher 
than the calculated $2.25 million price 
tag for the Civic Center, the difference 
would be a hefty $450,000. 
City fears of another bid overrun rest 
on extensive construction activity in the 
area which is dampening competition for 
new jobs. 
Specifically, the city also does not 
want to go up against a projected $11 
million library at Cal Poly, San Luis 
Obispo 
The Cal Poly project was 
scheduled to open bids the sam e day 
Lompoc planned to open bids on the Civic 
Center - Dec. 13. So, the city changed 
dates 
Lam said the city now will open bids 
Jan 6. six days before construction is to 
begin The longer bidding period he said, 
will allow contractors to look at plans 
and specifications longer and remove the 
city from direct competition with the Cal 
Poly library 
After bids are opened. Lam said the 
city will be on a “super rush schedule” 
to get the project under way. The com­ 
munity development director said city 
council should approve a contract at a 
special adjourned session Jan . 10

pre-construction conference Jan 11. 
To date, nine different contractors 
have purchased a set of plans from the 
city. However, some of these could be 
subcontractors 
Also, though, the city 
has plans on display in Ventura, San Luis 
Obispo and Santa Maria. 
T he c ity fu rth e r is a d v e rtisin g 
throughout the state for bids. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance said today the 
United States fully supports Anwar 
Sadat's call for a Cairo peace conference 
and predicted it could be a steppingstone 
to a Middle E ast settlem ent. 
Vance's com m ents signaled a change 
in emphasis in the U.S. Mideast policy. 
Previously the adm inistration line was 
to hold fast to the idea of a Geneva con­ 
ference. while minimizing the Egyptian 
leader’s proposed Cairo gathering. 
But today Vance, who departs Wednes­ 
day for visits to key Middle E ast 
capitals, fully supported the Sadat in­ 


itiative brought about by discussions 
with Israeli Prim e Minister Menahem 
Begin in Jerusalem last month. 
“ President Sadat and Prim e Minister 
Begin have made a breakthrough, and 
we intend to help them wherever possi­ 
ble to enlarge that opening,” Vance told 
reporters at a news conference. 
“ We support the Cairo conference. It 
can be a steppingstone to a comprehen­ 
sive settlem ent,” he said. 
Egypt and Israel, as well as the United 
States, will attend the mid-December 
Cairo meeting, but Syria, Jordan, Leba­ 
non and the P a le stin e L ib eratio n 


O rganization have rejected the ap ­ 
proach. 
“ It’s possible to have a settlem ent 
without a Geneva conference,” Vance 
conceded, “ however all parties have said 
they want to move toward it.” 
In a prepared statem ent, Vance said 
Sadat and Begin “have broken through 
psychological barriers which have im ­ 
peded progress toward peace in the Mid­ 
dle E ast for three decades. As a result, 
an irreversible process has begun. 
“This single act,” he said, "has done 
more than any number of words could do 
to sweep away doubts about the sincerity 


of both governments in seeking an end to 
bloodshed and strife.” 
Vance said his trip is designed to sup­ 
port Sadat’s moves toward peace, and he 
appeared to play down the Geneva con­ 
ference for which he has worked hard. 
Vance flies to Brussels for a NATO 
m inisterial meeting early Wednesday, 
and then will fly to Cairo on Friday. He 
will also visit Jerusalem , Amman, 
Beirut, Damascus and Riyadh. He con­ 
firm ed th a t S y ria, w hich had not 
responded Monday to proposals for 
Vance’s visit, has now extended the for­ 
mal invitation.

United Press International 
A nationwide strike of coal miners 
began a minute after midnight this 
morning when continuous negotiations 
spanning four days failed to produce a 
settlem ent

of the United Mine Workers launched 
their 10th nationwide strike in 35 years. 
UMW President Arnold Miller, who 
stormed out of the talks five hours before 
the actual strike deadline, accused the 
Bituminous Coal Operators Association 
of “ trying to break this union ” 
Even with the m iners gone from their 
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jobs, the walkout this year was not ex­ 
pected to cripple U S. industry, which 
has been stockpiling the coal in recent 
months Also, half of the nation’s coal is 
mined by non-union workers who are not 
on strike

Pay issue 
proposed 
for ballot

The Board of Supervisors voted 4-1 
Monday to look to the voters for advice 
as to whether or not they should vote 
themselves a pay raise next year. 
The county solons agreed to have their 
controversial pay issue — a m atter of 
debate for years — become an advisory 
ballot proposal in the June 6 Prim ary 
Election 
Under current statute, the 
countv supervisors can set their own pay 
as well as those of other county elected 
officials. 
T h ere w as som e obv io u s soul- 
searching on the part of the two North 
County board m em bers — chairm an 
Harrell Fletcher and Robert Hedlund — 
before they joined with two of the three 
South Coast m em bers to vote in the affir­ 
mative 
But Supervisor David Yager voted 
against the motion of Supervisor Robert 
Kallman to let the voters give their ad­ 
vice Yager said after the meeting a 
ballot m easure of this type would 
“generate confusion ’ and “ provide too 
much heat and not enough lig h t.” 
Besides, it would only be an advisory 
vote, he stressed, on an issue on which 
the board was “ capable of getting its 
own input” otherwise. 
Yager felt, though, as other board 
m em bers do. that the supervisors are in 
need of a “ substantial adjustm ent” in 
pay upward above their current approx­ 
im ate $18,600 salarv 
Supervisor William Wallace supported 
the Kallman motion after it was made 
clear the actual wording of the ballot 
proposition will be finalized later. 
A proposed ballot m easure put before 
the board Monday by Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D Johnson would follow 
somewhat recom mendations of a recent 
management em ployees’ salary study to 
boost supervisorial pay to approximately 
$24.583. or half thatof Superior Court 
judges next year, and in the future. This 
would represent a 32 percent pay raise 
over and above the seven percent they 
received earlier this year in line with 
raises given other county employes 
But Johnson himself had eleventh-hour 
qualms himself Monday about letting the 
voters provide input with their ballots. 
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MAP shows Lompoc at bottom and the huge areas, 19,20 and 21 probably destined for 
annexation in years to come Twenty and 21 are focal points in dispute between city 
planning commission thinking and suggestions of a county Advisory Committee for

Despite reports of progress in private 
meetings over the weekend, the con­ 
ference could not agree even to proceed 
toward decisions on such issues as the 
tax on gas-guzzling automobiles. 
As the conference opened, House Ways 
and Means chairm an A1 Ullman, D-Ore., 
said he understood Senate Finance 
chairm an R ussell Long. D-La , had 
reached some agreem ents with the ad­ 
ministration that would perm it the panel 
to address sensitive issues such as the 
gas guzzler tax and the tax on crude oil. 
“ I hope, Mr. Chairman, you don’t 
believe everything in the newspapers,” 
Long told Ullman “ I’m not prepared to 
endorse what someone says in the new­ 
spaper ” 
Long then suggested the confer «ice 
not do away with the federal income tax 
deduction for state and local gasoline 
taxes, but Ullman said he was not willing 
to discuss that m atter until there was 
agreem ent on the gas guzzler tax. 
Both sides have accused the other of 
delaying the conference until a second 


conference com m ittee can agree on 
whether to deregulate the price of 
natural gas The lack of a breakthrough 
this morning apparently means there 
will be little progress in the tax con­ 
ference until the conference on non tax 
m atters works out a natural gas pricing 
— regulation or deregulation — agree­ 
ment

Lompoc zoning recommendations pondered

* Recom m endations of a zoning com m ittee are plotted in bold 
strokes alonR the w est, east and north boundaries of the City of 
Lompoc as the city com es to grips with the realities of growth. 
• Community developm ent Director Jack Lam estim ates the va­ 
cant land presently available within the city for single family 
residences could be used up by 1980 or 1981. 
The estim ate is based on an annual growth figure of about 200 
new homes, but the shadow of an earlier saturation might be fore­ 
seen in this year's figure of 500 new homes com pleted or in som e 
stage of developm ent 
These realities have spurred recommendations that could lead to 
the annexation of m ore than 1,000 acres of land bordering the pre­ 
sent boundaries of the city. There is an additional 1,000 acres or 
more that includes the River Park on the city’s eastern boundary 
that will be brought into the city and kept with open space designa­ 
tion. Lam said In addition to the park land, the area includes some 
land in the Santa Ynez River flood plain, the latter probably not 
suitable for home building, according to Lam. 
Lam admits he's a little unhappy with the reaction to the zoning 
com m ittee’s recom m endations and speculates som e newspapsr 
articles created the impression that the city was embarked on an 
extensive annexation program Actually, he said, there are plans 
for annexing only the River Park area and the current recom m en­ 
dations call for few er dwelling units than the plan of 1974. The 
recom m endations have the additional value of preserving 
agricultural land, he said 
As disclosed Nov 28. the zoning com m ittee declared: “ 
That 


the Planning Commission recommend to the City Council to in­ 
itiate a special planning study which will provide information 
on required services, infrastructure needs and other pertinent in­ 
formation that would support annexations of the city into this area 
if there is a need." The area under consideration is north of the 
Wye and along Highway 1. 
I^ater in the sam e set of recommendations, the com m ittee 
declared: “That the Planning Commission recommend to the city 
council to initiate a specific planning study of the northern Lompoc 
Wye area to determ ine the timing of urban services for the area 
and to identify possible developm ent problems and to propose 
specific actions for growth m anagem ent, and land use, infrastruc­ 
ture needs and service decisions.” 
The total annexation possibility — even though that could not 
com e before a period of years — includes 54 acres in the southeast 
quadrant of the Wye and 940 acres north of that point. Zoning or 
land use for the area of 54 acres was in a state of limbo last week, 
but the zoning com m ittee has proposed low density residential zon­ 
ing for the 940 acres, pending a planning study to show costs of 
providing utilities and other services. 
What has not been publicized as much, are a whole range of zon­ 
ing recom m endations on zoning and land uses, and in the case of 
county land, to be applied “ upon annexation." 
Here are the details: 
— Area 1 on the accompanying map is on the west boundary of 
the citv The com m ittee recommends agriculture preserve status 
for it. It is not in the city and the city has no plans to annex it. The 
western boundary of the area is Bailey Avenue, western terminus 
— now inoperative — for the city as projected by planning maps of 
a few years ago 


— Area 2 is proposed for annexation and for low density single 
family residential use. and R-l zoning upon annexation. The area, 
according to the city, “ is a logical extension of urban uses since it 
is surrounded on three sides by single fam ily development inside 
the city .” 
— Areas 3. 7 and 8 are recommended for residential agriculture 
with a 40-acre minimum lot size. 
Area 3 is presently zoned for 
single fam ily residential; area 7, is presently zoned for planned 
manufacturing; area 8 is presently zoned for planned manufactur­ 
ing and open space. Area 7 is outside the city; areas 3 and 8 are 
already in the city. In the case of Area 7, the recommended zoning 
would be applied upon annexation. 
— Area 4 is proposed for a change in zone from the present 
medium density residential to low density residential. A portion of 
the area is already in the city and is recommended for a rezoning 
from the present residential agriculture to single family residen­ 
tial planned development The portion presently outside the city 
would be rezoned to R-l PD upon annexation 
— Area 5 is recommended for retention of medium density 
■ esidential and to be rezoned from R-l to R-2 PD (duplexes). 
— Area 6 is recommended for residential agriculture zoning 
upon annexaton 
— Area 9 is recommended for retention of its present low density 
designation on the general plan and for R-l single fam ily zoning. 
— Area 10 is recommended for retention of its present residen­ 
tial agriculture zoning, R-A, upon annexation. 
— Area 11 is recommended for retention of its present planned 
manufacturing zoning. 
— Area 12 is recommended for “planned com m ercial develop­ 
ment and zoning of PC D with a five-acre m inim um .” 


— Area 13 is recommended for retention of low density residen­ 
tial. R-l zoning upon annexation. 
— Area 14 is recommended for rezoning from the present county 
residential agriculture to single fam ily residential, R-l zoning 
upon annexation. 
— Area 15 is recommended for residential agriculture. RA-3 for 
a three-acre lot size minimum upon annexation 
— Area 16 is recommended for single family residential, planned 
development: R-l-PD zoning upon annexation. 
— Area 17 is recommended for residential agriculture zoning 
upon annexation. 
— Area 18 is recom m ended for redesignation from planned com ­ 
m ercial to residential agriculture and rezoned to RA-5 for a five- 
acre lot size minimum. 
— Area 19 — River Park and land in the flood plain — is recom ­ 
mended for annexation and for retention of open space zoning 
Area 20 is recom m ended for annexation and for residential 
agriculture status and zoning of RA-l-PD upon annexation. 
However. Howard Whitaker, who served on the zoning com m ittee 
with William Fick. said last week that he might be willing to ap­ 
prove higher density zoning for single family residential if he could 
be convinced that access to the land from H Street or Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road were not a problem. 
— Area 21 is recom m ended for the city council-approved study 
It should be noted that public hearings must be held at both the 
planning com m ission and city council levels before any of this 
could happen and the Local Agency Commission would have to con­ 
cur Also LAFCO. in advance, will have to com e up with a sphere 
of influence determ ination that spells out Lompoc's right to m ove 
into the new areas, especially into area 21

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Japanese probably won't 
notice Pearl Harbor date 


THE BETTER HALF. 
By Barnes 


TOKYO (U P I) - The 36th an­ 
niversary of the Japanese at­ 
tack on Pearl Harbor, which 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
called ‘‘a day which will live in 
infamy,” will pass largely un­ 
noticed in Japan Wednesday. 
A large percentage of the 
nation’s 110 million people were 
not bom at the time of World 
W ar II and most have not 
studied it in history books. 
Japanese school children do 
not study their co u ntry’s 
history until reaching the fifth 
grade and the textbook they 
read has onlv three or four lines 


about the attack on Pearl Har­ 
bor in what then was the 
Territory of Hawaii. 
On Dec. 7,1941. more than 100 
aircraft carrier-based planes of 
the Japanese Imperial Navy 
bombed the American Pacific 
naval fleet at Pearl Harbor. 
American casualties included 
2.117 naval officers and men 
killed, 876 wounded and 960 mis­ 
sing The U.S. Army lost 226 
killed and 396 wounded 
Thousands of people marched 
through the streets of Tokyo 
after learning of the attack, 
carrying candle-lit paper lan- 
Snowstorms still hit

The AMA’s current stand on 
the marijuana issue, approved 
five years ago, advocates a 
policy of “ discouragement” 
because of a “ possibility of 
some deleterious effects on the 
user ” 
But the AMA's Council on 
Scientific Affairs said Monday 
recent research has shown 
some marijuana users have suf­ 
fered lung impairment, rapid 
heartbeat and psychiatric dis­ 
turbances of various types It 
urged the House of Delegates to 
harden its stand on the issue 
“ Flashbacks." the term used 
for experiencing the drug's in­ 
toxicating effects at a later 
date without further use. also 
has been reported both by 
regular and infrequent users, 
the council said 


British reports of brain 
damage have not been confir­ 
med, the council said, but the 
negative findings do not rule out 
the possibility 
Existing tests 
are not sensitive enough to 
detect slight impairment, it 
said 


It also has been demonstrated 
marijuana can alter chromo- 
sones and thus have a detrimen­ 
tal effect on the offspring of 
users, the council said 
Other resolutions to be con­ 
sidered by the House of 
Delegates include declaring a 
moratorium on efforts in sup­ 
port of National Health In­

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Legislation to make 
Social Security financially sound into the next 
century is being slowed by minor and unrelated 
issues and by fear of public anger over higher 
taxes 
Faced with the prospect of the Social Security 
disability fund running out of money in 1979 and 
the retirement fund in 1983, the House and 
Senate have passed differing bills raising payroll 
taxes to keep the system solvent. 
House and Senate negotiators have held two 
meetings in an effort to reconcile those bills but 
have made little progress and recessed Monday 
with no date set to resume 
Sen Russell Long, D-La , who presides over 
the talks, told reporters that perhaps the 
negotiators should not try to resolve the issues 
until January, once Sociai Security tax increases 
provided in existing law have gone into effect. 
Long said there is concern among members 
the public will think increased deductions from 
paychecks beginning in January are the result of 
this Congress Actually, most of the increases in 
the new bills would not take effect until later 
vears. 
The energy debate is another cause of delay. 
Many of the Social Security negotiators also are 
invoived in a House-Senate conference on energy 


taxes, and it has been given scheduling 
preference. 
A good deal of time has been taken up in the 
Social Security talks on issues having nothing to 
do with Social Security - for example, $374 
million to help state and local governments meet 
the burden of welfare services, which Senate 
members want to include in the bill 
House 
members say it doesn't belong 
Another such issue is a Senate proposal for a 
$250 perstudent income tax credit for attending 
college or vocational school 
Minor issues have taken up much time 
Negotiators were unable to decide Monday 
whether Social Security should be studied in the

Growing older 


Not just a system for seniors

We co n s tan tly 
read 
scare 
headlines about the Social Security 
System going broke 
Despite as­ 
surances that our monthly pension 
payments will not be cut off, I sense 
a feeling of panic in mail from my 
readers 
Presently, the system is paying 
out more than it is taking in because 
the high unemployment rate has 
meant that fewer workers and 
employers have been paying Social 
Security taxes And due to the ever- 
rising inflation, high benefits are be­ 
ing paid out 


President Carter suggested a solu­ 
tion whereby a defecit could be 
made up from general funds when 
unemployment rises above 6 per­ 
cent But both houses of Congress 
have rejected the Administration’s 
proposal and prefer instead to raise 
Social Security taxes on both 
workers and employers. Many 
legislators m aintain that the 
program was set up as an insurance 
rather than a welfare program 
But has the system really worked 
out that way? 


I know there’s growing resent­ 
ment among many in the younger 
generation 
They feel they are 
carrying an unusually heavy burden 
by having a large chunk of their 
wages deducted to support the older 
generation In fact, my cousin’s son 
remarked that his generation was 
supporting mine I told the young 
man that if he were lucky enough to 
live to my age, his children’s and 
grandchildren’s generations would 
do the same for him 
I also 
reminded him that his elementary, 
high school and even college educa­ 
tion were all obtained free in public 
schools and added, “ And my genera­ 
tion shelled out the money in the 
form of taxes to pay for your free 
education.’’ 
Like so many others who started 
paying into the Social Security 
system at its very inception in the 
30s. I realize the amount deducted 


was minimal compared to today’s 
deductions. And so I can appreciate 
this resentment of having such a big 
bite taken out of present salaries. 
But I would like to clear up the mis­ 
conception that we are the only 
beneficiaries "living off the fat of 
the land.’’ 
I have obtained statistics from the 
Social Security administration and 
other sources that will amaze many. 
I. myself, had no idea that so many 
millions of dollars are paid out 
monthly from the Social Security 
fund to the young and very young. 
These include the sick and disabled, 
widows and widowers, children and 
students 
Since 1973, for example, Medicare 
benefits were extended to persons of 
any age with total kidney failure, 
and unfortunately many are very 
young Last year, Social Security 
paid $1 billion dollars, most of it for 
dialysis treatment and kidney 
transplant surgery for 50,000 in­ 
dividuals 
These payments were 
made not only to those who have 
worked long enough to be insured 
under Social Security but also to the 
wife, husband or dependent child of 
those under Social Security or the 
Railroad retirement system. 
Nearly 800,000 students between 
the ages of 18 and 22 receive 
monthly Social Security checks 
because of the death, disability or 
retirement of a parent (or, under 
certain conditions, a grandparent) 
who worked long enough to be 
covered by Social Security. These 
checks continue even during a vaca­ 
tion period of not more than 4 
months if he or she is a full-time stu­ 
dent If the student attends a trade 
or vocational school, the checks can 
continue until the course is com­ 
pleted or for 2 months after the 22nd 
birthday. 
About 300,000 persons receive 
benefits because they have severe 
d is a b ilitie s 
w hich 
began 
in 
childhood and which keep them han­ 
dicapped as adults. Each month, 
millions of dollars in benefits help 


lighten the burden for the families 
of these unfortunates. Regular pay­ 
ments are made to the insured’s 
ch ild ren , including adopted, 
stepchildren and, in certain cases, 
grandchildren 
all out of the Social 
Security fund in the event of the in­ 
sured’s death, disability or retire­ 
ment. 
We all know that retirees and 
their spouses receive monthly Social 
Security checks but the following 
figures should startle you: In June 
1976. 638,188 children of retired 
workers 
received $53,065,000.; 
3.938.116 widows and widowers 
collected $812,074,000 and 2,911,521 
children of deceased workers 
received a total of $435,609,000 


As of December 1975 there were 
2,488,991 disabled workers receiving 
monthly checks amounting to 
$562,233,000 ; 452.969 wives and hus­ 
bands of disabled workers collecting 
$30,539,000 and 1,410.619 children of 
disabled workers receiving monthly 
checks amounting to $87,395,000 
And these expenditures are un­ 
doubtedly higher today. 


All these figures were for ONE 
MONTH O NLY A rough estimate of 
the annual amount can be made by 
multiplying by 12 Since I don’t have 
a computer and math was never ex­ 
actly my favorite subject, I leave it 
to you to multiply all the figures by 
12 to arrive at the billions of Social 
Security dollars spent yearly for 
persons other than senior citizens 
Startling9 It sure is! These figures 
provide a strong and valid argument 
that general funds should be tapped 
to shore up the sagging Social 
Security fund 
Perhaps, if our 
legislators were made aware of 
some of these statistics they might 
realize that the Social Security 
System is no longer merely in­ 
surance but indeed, a welfare 
system as well. 
And let no one ever again claim 
that only we older citizens are 
bankrupting the Social Security 
System!

With a little more than $3,700 
in cash contributions received 
thus far, the Santa Ynez Valley 
High School Alumni Associa­

Mrs Nelson said landscaping 
plans are being developed to 
provide improvements in the 
appearance and condition of the 
school, with assistance being 
p ro v id e d 
by 
r e t ir e d 
nurseryman E i 1er Johansen and 
Vic Paulson of Paulson's 
Nursery in Buellton 
The plans call for the inclu­ 
sion of irrigation systems, as 
well as plants which will grow 
well with low maintenance 
requirements 
Students in or­ 
namental horticulture classes 
and others have indicated a 
willingness to assist in the im­ 
plementation of the plans 
Thus far the Santa Ynez 
Valley Rotarv Club has helped 
to initiate the project with a 
contribution of $500 This was 
followed bv a gift of $2,500 from 
the Santa Ynez Valiev Coor­ 
dinating Council and $500 from 
the Santa Ynez Valiev Lions 
Club 
A little more than $100 
has been added with contribu­ 
tions in denominations of $5 and 
$10 from alumni of the school 
In addressing the business 
communitv. Mrs Nelson said. 
“ We are now asking for your 
help, too 
The success of this 
project will be beneficial for all 
of us who reside here in the 
vallev Volunteer labor will be

Tex., 
whose reientless pounding at rival lines 
enabled Texas to finish the season as the 
only perfect-record team in the country 
and made him the favorite to win the 
Heisman Trophv was a runaway winner 
in the annual postseason voting by

Campbell received 36 votes compared 
to five for running back Terry M iller of 
Oklahoma State and three for tight end 
Ken McAfee of Notre Dame 
Sim ilar in build to former star Jim m y 
Brown, the 6-foot. 1-inch Campbell dis­ 
played the same ability to "m ake a se 
cond effort” in the language of football.

Tax reform 


President Carter appears to 
have taken a good,hard look at 
the consequences of reforming 
the Social Security taxes and 
the imposition of big energy 
taxes designed to discourage 
consumption. 
The P re s id e n t is now 
promising the American peo­ 
ple substantial tax cuts in an 
overall tax reform package he 
intends to submit to Congress 
next year. 
We look with a jaundiced 
eye on such a proposal. Tax 
reform promises have been 
floating around the nation’s 
capital for years. Deposed 
Rep. Wilbur Mills, considered 
to be the most knowledgeable 
lawmaker in the field of tax 
reform, never did finish his 
job of reform although he 
spent nearly a lifetim e of 
political service trying to do 
the job.

President Carter gives us no 
hint as to what type of reform 
he has in mind but various ad­ 
m inistration officials have 
been batting around the idea of 
tax cuts in the neighborhood of 
$22 billion — two-thirds of that 
for individuals and one-third 
for business. 
President Carter only says 
that the cuts will be “large.” 
It still remains to be seen 
what final action Congress will 
take on Social Security and 
energy taxes. 


Taxpayers, 
look forward 
however, can 
to something 
happening in 1978 but don’t bet 
on any full tax reform. 
Congress has yet to react to 
the President’s statement on 
tax reform , but we m ust 
realize that 1978 is an election 
year and they are bound to 
throw us a bone or two. 


Holiday respite! 


Monday after it was too late to do 
anything about it this reporter learned of 
th e p o s tp o n e m e n t of a 
m e e tin g 
scheduled Thursday for the Advisory 
Committee on the County General Plan 
The important session will not be held 
now until Jan 5 
This com es as no 
surprise 
Individual 
members of the 30- 
member group have 
not hid the fact that 
th e 
o n c e - a - w e e k 
meetings were beginn­ 
ing to exhaust them 
The frequency of the 
meetings in contrast 
to the original once-a- 
month routine also 
bothered som e of the 
audience who began to 
attend the sessions in 
force about six weeks ago 
Some of the audience had been coming 
from as far as Santa Barbara and a cou­ 
ple from even farther away. Som etim es 
the trips were for naught when the com ­ 
mittee had a last minute change of plans 
and decided to postpone discussion of a 
particular item 
No one complained, but it became a 
physically depleating chore Finally of 
course, the com m ittee set a schedule of 
agendas for a series of meetings. This 
would have worked out fine, but, once 
again, the unexpected cropped up to 
block the im p lem e n ta tio n of the 
schedule 
In respects other than the m ere 
phvsical. service on the com m ittee has 
been exhausting Several m embers, in­ 
cluding at least one in a key position 
have resigned, assertedlv because of the 
press of their personal affairs. One of the 
resignations cam e about because of 
sheer frustration 
It’s a wonder more have not resigned 
for the latter reason 
In still another respect, service on the 
committee has been difficult. Some 
weeks ago. all or most of the m embers 
received highly suggestive mailinns that 
consisted of a duplication of a newspaper 
dipping from the Los Angeles Times 
The article told of recent events in 
P etalum a, w here the c ity 's coun- 
cilmembers have been the target of hate 
mailings because of their position on 
planning questions There was also an 
act of arson connected to the reaction to 
the council actions 
Some of the local com m ittee were 
deeply disturbed when they received the 
copies of the Tim es story. It was obvious 
to manv observers that the purpose of 
the mailings was to warn the com mittee 
that dire things might happen if they 
didn t shape up At the tim e, the com m it­ 
tee was deeply involved in decisions on 
recommendations on land use and zoning 
north of Lompoc 
All the individuals this reporter talked 
with, who are connected directly to the 
lands in question deplored the mailings 
The land developers or owners also 
condemned them 
( 
As far as is known, no one resigned 
because of receiving the Tim es article 
Manv were deeply affected, but none 
were ready to turn tail and run for cover 
At the sam e time, som e observers 
speculated that the mailings in combina­ 
tion with unconnected, but som etim es 
strident public attacks on their positions 
as com m itteem en, did result in at least 
mild intimidation 
It was at the height of these affairs 
that the com m ittee voted to suspend dis­ 
cussions of the "urban-rural lim it line 
Most if not all observers were in accord 
that the suspension was a forward step 
because it removed an abrasive and a 
divisive 
factor 
As som e com m ittee 
m embers properly argued, the com m it 
tee could accomplish the sam e goal 


without the need to applv the redundancy 
of the "lim it line " 
Following the suspension, there was 
more harmony at com m ittee meetings, 
and while there was not a surge of 
achievement after that, there was the 
surface indication that something was 
being accomplished. 
The announcement Monday that the 
meetings were being suspended until 
Jan 5 was a reflection of all of these hap­ 
penings John Mize, the county aide who 
keeps the minutes of the meetings called 
to disclose that a telephone poll of 
m em bers showed that less than a 
quorum would be on hand for the final 
Dec 8 meeting 
What effect all this will have on 
m eetings of the Current Projects and 
Rural Lands subcom m ittees which are 
scheduled for today was not im mediately 
clear. It was also not clear what impact 
the suspension of the full com m ittee 
m eetings until after the first of the year 
would have on projects before the County 
Planning Commissibn 
The Current P rojects C om m ittee, 
headed by Bill Fick is supposed to make 
recommendations in tim e to permit the 
full com m ittee to make representations 
before the county planners act on land 
use requests.

The FBI has assigned top investigative 
priority to the case of the .22 killers. 
Agents have held secret m eetings in 
several cities seeking leads, without suc­ 
cess thus far The Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearm s and local police 
across the country also are in on the 
hunt 
We have learned that investigators in 
New York City believe a new gang, with 
narcotics connections, may be involved 
T hey 
are 
youn g hoods w ho c a ll 
them selves the Purple Gang, rem inis­ 
cent of the Detroit underworld mob of 
the same name 
So far, investigators have been unable 
to infiltrate the new street invaders But 
we have learned this about th em : 
They are seem ingly independent of 
the established old New York Mafia 
families.

Aviv unfolded moment by moment with 
the impact of a prime-time spectacular 
that even the wildest scriptwriter would 
never have dared to dream up. 
Sadat kissing Golda Meir. Sadat ex­ 
changing greetings with Moshe Dayan. 
The very presence of Sadat in that crowd 
of Israelis on Iraseli soil was the essence 
of a moment that defied the blood­ 
stained past 
It was Sadat's show from start to 
finish If he felt any trepidation it was 
never for a moment visible. The man’s 
inner strength, his quiet integrity, cam e 
through during all the crowded hours He 
had taken the chance of a lifetim e filled 
with chances on the bring of dissolution. 
Two years ago my wife and 1 had a ses­ 
sion with Sadat We had been in Alex­ 
andria where we had seen the Egyptian 
foreign and defense m inisters. Sadat was 
at his retreat, Borgh El-Arab, on the 
shore of the Mediterranean about 40 
m iles from Alexandria in the direction of 
Cairo on a blistering hot desert road 
With helicopters hovering overhead, 
security forces were carefully positioned 
around the co m p a ra tiv ely 
m odest 
country house built of stone Wearing 
khaki fatigues, a shirt open at the throat, 
Sadat had the outward air of a country 
gentleman With him was his vice presi­ 
dent Hosny Mubarak 
But there was 
nothing countrified or m odest about 
what he said 
In a stern voice he breathed his 
defiance of Israel, knowing we had just 
come from the other side, making the 
roundabout journev that took a full day 
as against the half-hour plane flight that 
brought Sadat from Cairo to Tel Aviv In 
the aftermath of the Yom Kippur war of 
1973. Arab forces had crossed the Suez 


Canal for a temporary triumph, although 
in the end only the intervention of 
Washington saved the Egyptian Third 
Army from destruction and capture. 
While he w a s stern and d eeply 
motivated about 
his conviction 
that 
another war would bring an unqualified 
Arab victory, there was none of the fiery 
rhetoric that I had remembered from an 
encounter with his predecessor Gamal 
Abdel Nasser. If the defiance was a 
show, since he surely knew of the steady 
and m assive Israeli military buildup sup­ 
plied after the ’73 war by the United 
States, he gave no sign of doubt or uncer­ 
tainty. 


This is the quality of the man which 
cam e through in his greatest of all 
adventures. 
Unw avering in his ap­ 
pearance before 
the 
Knesset, Sadat 
defined the hard line for settlem ent that 
has consistently been the stand of the 
Arab states His adversaries in the Arab 
world could never fault him for that. 
So much has happened in the past two 
years 
Again with an act of supreme 
courage Sadat broke with the Soviet 
Union, and one consequence was a cut­ 
off in the flow of spare parts so that 
Egyptian tanks and long-range guns lie 
for months unused and the troops that 
would man them are also idled. 
The Egyptian economy is in a sham­ 
bles The riots of last February, when 
Sadat ended subsidies on foodstuffs and 
other basics, lit up the sky over Egypt's 
fantastically 
crowded 
capital. 
The 
subsidies had to be restored immediately 
after heavy casualties and many ruined 
streets.
